BHOONOMY 

That the present government culti 
vates the virtwe of economy to an ex- 
treme we far as Northwest matters are 
concerned we all have had ample evi 
dence im late years. Probably the 
latest and most extreme case is the 
closing of the land office at Wetaski- 
win forthe winter. The Wetaskiwin 


office holds the record for the 
Territories in entries for the first 
six months of this year, and 


although the entries are not likely 
to be as numerous in the winter months, 
still there will be some entrics to be 
made, and the winter is the season for 
the distribution of information. If 
the closing of the office meant any large 
saving of expense that might bean ex- 
cuse, but this closing of the land office 
having the largest number of entries in 
the Territories means the saving of 
light and fuel only, for the rent of the 
building and the agent's salary has to 
be paid whether he is at Wetaskiwin 
or Red Deer, Truly this is economy 
run wad, To make the matter worse 
the office Was not closed without a full 
knowledge of the facts, for the We- 
taskiwin poople took means to bring 
the case to the attention of the depart- 
ment of interior. 

This ie even a worse case than the 
closing of the lake 
It is true there 
were not a very large number of entries 
there during the past summer; but surely 
the government does not depend on the 


Beaver office a 


couple of months ago. 


emount of fees reecived for homestead 
entry to support the office, and give a 
profit besides. There was a large area 
of country which was strongly attract- 
ing the attention of settlers, it was far 
removed from any land office, and this 
was a wreat driw %ack to its settlement. 
The land office that was established 
was valuable and necessary as an in- 
telligence office if nothing else, and did 
good work as such at only the expense 
of a clerk's salary. To close that office 
is certainly an economy in expenditure, 
but it is a waste and loss if the ad- 
vantage to the settlement of the dis- 
trict is comsidered. The difference be- 
tween, the closing of the Beaver lake 
and Wetaskiwin offices is only that the 
latter is the more extreme case. 
a 


SMALL BUSLNESS. 


Tut tendency tocentralization which 
appears in all affairs of government 
comes from the natural desire to pro- 
mote the convenience of officials. With- 
in certain limits this tendency is com- 
mendable, but there are circumstances 
under which it amounts toa sacrifice 
of the public interest for the con- 
venience of the government office. 
We have had many instances of this in 
the history of the Northwest, some on 
a lange scale and some on 1 scale that 
is very small, The latest instance is of 
the latter kind, and the Indian depart- 
ment is the branch that figures. The 
department provides free medical at- 
tendance for the Indians, and this in- 
volves the purchase of a larger or 
smaller quantity of droge. Hitherto 
the rule in this district has been to 
purchase the drags required in the 
Stony Plain end Saddle lake agencies 
Edmonton. At no time in the 
history of this place were the drug 
stores better able to furnish a full sup- 
ply of all the drugs required than at pre- 
sent. And yet the Buuverin is inform- 
ed that on the completion of the late 
Indian treaty payments in the district, 
when application was made for author- 
ity to procure a fresh supply of drugs, 
the physician was informed that they 
must be procured direct from Regina. 
There might be circumstances or rea- 
sons which would warrant the sending 
away for such supplies, but no such 
circumstances exist in thiscase. No 
complaint has been made as to the 
quality of the drugs or the price charg- 
ed, then why should the delay and 
riskentailed in sending so far be ins 


at

it is a public servant and discharging a 


public trust,and in that capacity should 
make its purchases where they are best 
available. When the purposes for 
which drugs are required are consider- 
ed, and the fact that the time required 
to procure them is an important con- 
sideration, it will be seen that to make 
the purchases where a delay of from two 
to three weeks must necessarily take 
place, besides chance of loss by breakage 
or other causes, is nota policy in the 
public interest. Centralization is all 
very well where distances are short and 
means of communication rapid, but in 
this case, where centralization involves 
the needless doubling of a distance of 
six or seven hundred miles, it calls for 
an explanation beyond the mere con- 
venience of the officials. Of course it 
is a matter of business interest to Ed- 
monton that supplies needed in the dis- 
trict whenever reasonably possible be 
purchased in the district. And why 
not? Have not business men bere as 
good a right to the government bus- 
iness naturally coming their way as 
the business men of any other place, as 
long as they supply as good an article 
at as fair a price ?

THE YUKON SURVEY. 

The Chicago Tribune publishes a Wash- 
ington special which says that the United 
States Alaska boun lary survey have decid- 
ed that the boundary established by W. 
Ogilvie some years ago encroaches on United 
States Territory 224 feet on Forty Mile 
Creek and 20 feet on the Yukon river. 
This practically acknowledges the correct- 
nes of Ogilvie’s survey. The paper goes on 
to say: 

One of the principal points over which 
there has been controversy, and which is 
now settled, is as to the ownership of 
the growing town of Forty Mile City, 
which is situated at the mouth of Forty 
Mile Creek, where it empties into the Yua- 
kon riser. This settlement, which has in 
summer a population of between 1,200 and 
1,500 inhabitants, and is variously known 
as McQuestion’s trading post, its old name, 
Fort Cudahy and Forty Mile, is clearly 
within Canadian territory. 

The town and the mouth of the creek 
upon which it stands, are fully sixteen 
miles on the Canadian side of the boun- 
dary. Within the intervening country 
several placer gold diggings are also on 
the Canadian side of the line, but the 
principal gold mines, and those which are 
now proving to be the most productive 
and valuable, are just as clearly situat- 
ed within the territory of the United 
States. 

Mr. Ogilyie, who is a deput 
veyor of Canada, made his calculations as 
to the points at which the 1l4lst mer- 
idian, which is the boundary line, crosses 
the Yukon and Forty Mile creek solely 
by astronomical observations. The Unit- 
ed States surveyors used both the sextant 
and the theodolite, and as the result of 
both calculations was the same they may be 
accepted as correct. 

The mouth of Forty Mile creek is twen- 
ty-two and one-half miles from the true 
boundary line following the windings of 
the creek, and sixteen miles from the 
boundary in anair line. The determina- 
tion of these points by the United States. 
government will not relieve it from the 
necessity of securing a joint commission 
for making a complete survey of the 141st 
meridian from a point where it crosses 
mount St. Elias in the south clear to the 
Arctic ocean at the north, and the erection 
of suitable boundary marks along the whole 
distance, wherever it is practicable.

istrict desires to make the proceeds of the 
home dairy continue to pay the store 
»coount he needs to stir himself. He can 
n» longer do it under the old churning pro- 
cess, for even in towns like Edmonton the 
reamery or factory butter is discrediting 
he homemade stuff and forcing it out of 
cve market. If the storekeeper buys it at all 
the price is so low that the farmer begins to 
think that he is having a good dea! of hard 
work for nothing, and had better be turning 
is good hay into beef rather than butter. 
Jiu is the situation. It is not in the 
yature of things that the farmer of North- 
ern Alberta shall sit down contentedly and 
consent to euffer quietly this curtailment of 
his resources. It wasa good thing for him, 
for his wife and family, to have a store 
credit from the sale of home-made butter 
each week of $2 or $3. Beef is all well 
enough, but you caneell it only at long in- 
tervals; meanwhile what is to be done for 
ready money’? The “factory ” process, the 
“creamery,” is responsible for this “‘smash” 
in the home dairy. Cannot we fiad a 
remedy in “a piece of the dog that bit us?” 
Why not? The farmer looks carefully into 
the affair and finds that a modern creamery 
of proper design and first class plant costs 
avout $4,000; this includes a delivery 
wagon and a full supply of milk tine, every- 
thing complete. ow to raise the $4000. 
A jomt stock Co. He needs 80 subscribers, 
cach to put in $50 cash. He begins to can- 
vase his neighbors. Smith and Jones on the 
adjoining section can’t do it. They see the 
advantage of the scheme readily enough, 
and its necessity as clearly as the canvasser 
does, but “at present” they haven't the 
ready, money; they may eeill cattle this 
month or next, but the truth of the matter 
is they are a bit behiod at the store ; grain 
isn’t easy to sell and the store account must 
be paid.

INCOME TAX. 

The amendments to the Northwest muni- 
cipal ordinance in regard t. income tax are 
at follows: 

Section 2 of part 4 of said ordinance is 


amended Sby adding thereto the following 
subsection ; 


“‘(a) No persons deriving an income ex 
ceeding 8600 per annum from any trade, 
calling, office, profession, or other source 
whatsoever. not declared exempt by this 
ordinance, shall be assessed for a less sum as 
the amount of his net personal property, 
than the amount of such income during the 
year then last past, in excess of the said 
sum of $600, but no deduction shall be made 
from the amount of such income by 
reas®n of such indebtedness save such as is 
equal to the annval interest thereon, and 
such last year’s income in excess of the said 
sum of $600 shall be held to be his net per- 
sonal property unless he has other personal 
proprety liable to assessment, in which case 
such excess and other personal property 
shall be added together and constitute his 
Personal property liable to assessment.” 

Section 6, part 4, is amended by adding 
the words ‘‘other than income” to sub. 
section 12, and by the addition of the follow. 
ing exempting sub-sections :— 

““(13) The annual income of any person 
derived from his personal earnings, provided 
the same does not exceed $600.00. 

“(14) Rental or other income derived 
from real estate except interest on mort- 
ergs.”
